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SIXTEEN INJURED 
IN CHICAGO RIOTS 


Policemen Have Much Trouble 


With Strikers. 


OVER A SCORE ARE ARRESTED 


Striking Garment W orkers and Their 


Sympathizers Taken 
Into Custody 


During a Brisk Fight, W hich Threat­ 


ened to Get Beyond the Control of 


the Police— W indows in Large Build­ 


ings Broken by Crowd. 


Chicago, N ot. 3.— Grim specters of 
the days of the Haym arket riot haunt­ 
ed Chicago’s streets for a brief time 
when Inspector S. K. 
Healy and a 
squad of sixty policemen with drawn 
revolvers 
charged 
several 
thousand 
striking garim nt workers who were 
rioting on tile W est Side. 
One police­ 
man was stabbed, fifteen rioters were 
seriously 
injured 
and 
twenty-five 
strikers and 
sympathizers were ar­ 
rested during the brisk fight, which 
threatened to get beyond police con­ 
trol. 
This, the most serious outbreak that 
has occurred since the inception of 
the strike of 
garment workers, oc­ 
curred at the plant of A. Lott Ar Co. 
Before the police arrived the strikers 
had broken all the windows in the 
large building occupied by the cloth­ 
ing manufacturers, had driven strike 
breakers out and carried a large num­ 
ber of 
sewing 
machines 
into 
the 
streets, where the m ach in a were de­ 
stroyed. 
The strikers and their followers put 
up a desperate tight for a time. 
Many 
of their number were knocked down 
by the clubbed revolvers of the police 
and not a few were trampled upon in 
the fighting which followed. 
Bleeding 
heads and faces were numerous and a 
number of persons suffered more seri­ 
ous injuries. 
When pickets gained 
entrance to 
tile tailoring establishment as the mob 
of strikers approached the building 
some of the employes of the company 
joined tile strikers and are said to 
have 
assisted 
in 
pulling 
machines 
from 
the 
floors. 
Men and women 
were hurling stones through the win­ 
dows of 
th** 
plant when Inspector 
H ealy and lits squad of reserves ar­ 
rived. 


Charged Through the Mob. 


The inspector experienced difficulty 
in getting together the disorganized 
force of policemen which had borne 
the brunt of tile early fighting When 
he had done so, however, the police­ 
men charged through the center of 
the mob, knocking down all in their 
way. 
Many of the rioters fled when 
they saw the policemen draw their re­ 
volvers. 
Others remained firm and 
hurled clubs and stones at the officers. 
A number of women were arrested, 
but most of these wa re released after 
they had been taken to the police sta­ 
tion. 
As a result of the day's develop 
ments in the strike situation Chief of 
Police Steward ordered a conference 
of his inspectors and issued a special 
set of emergency orders to inspectors, 
captains and lieutenants in the vari­ 
ous police districts where tile riots 
have occurred. 
The attitude of the 
police indicates that much more seri­ 
ous trouble is anticipated within the 
next twenty-four hours. 
A ll prepara­ 
tions are being made for hastily call­ 
ing in reserves from outlying stations j 
and mobilizing a large force of police- ; 
men and detectives in the downtown 
district at short notice. 
Strikers held a dozen largely attend­ 
ed meetings. 
The feeling at these 
meetings was intense at times and agi­ 
tators were active in urging the strik­ 
ers to further disorder. 
Meanwhile 
various clubwomen, who have inter 
ested themselves in the cause of the 
girl 
garment 
workers, 
were 
urging 
their followers to refrain from any ac 
tion which might injure their cause or 
their opportunity for securing a favor 
able settlement of the strike.

GULLET SEAT OF HUNGER? 


REMEMBERS JEAN NICOLLET 


Indian Arrested for Carrying Liquor 
Tells of Old Explorer. 


Grand Forks, N. D., Nov. 3.— C. M. 
Ziebach, the Fort Totten Indian of 107 
years, who is under arrest for the al­ 
leged introduction of liquor to the res­ 
ervation, has seen many things con­ 
nected with development of the North­ 
west and, if his story is true, he was 
fam iliar with the movements of the 
Jean 
Nicollet 
party which in 
1839 
moved up into the Devils Lake region 
for geographical purposes. 
Ziebach is 
somewhat uncertain as to dates, but 
enough has been gathered from his 
stories of the early days to indicate 
that it is the Nicollet party to which 
he -has particular reference. 
Nicollet 
was in the 
Devils Lake district in 
Ju ly. 1899, and afterward he moved 
eastward into Grand Forks county and 
thence southward. 
The Indian 
prisoner 
has a great 
many other interesting stories of the 
early days and 
seemingly took 
an 
active part in the warring of the red­ 
skins upon the early white settlers

Proves His Contention. 
W hether the feeling of bunger lins 
its sent in (lie stomach and thirst in 
the throat is a question that most peo­ 
ple take for granted, but it has been 
tile subject of much scientific contro­ 
versy. 
According to Dr. Valenti, an 
Italian physician, tile seat of Ixitli hun­ 
ger and thirst is in tile gullet. 
Iii the Archivi di Biologia lie pub­ 
lishes an article dealing with an ex­ 
periment w hic ii he believes proves his 
contention. 
Ile found that a cocaine 
injection in tin* upper part of the a li­ 
mentary canal resulted in instant sup­ 
pression of tin* feeling of both hun­ 
ger and thirst. 
He tried it on a dog, 
which refused to oat or drink for five 
days, after which tile drug had work­ 
ed itself out. 
Savages, however, knew long before 
Dr. Valenti that tin* chewing of coca 
leaves renders tin* gullet 
insensible 
and kills any desire for food or drink.

other railroads whose commodity and 
class rates are attacked as unjust and 
unreasonable.

stories told to State’s Attorney W ay 
man, received $250, which they divid­ 
ed 
equally 
between themselves, for 
McCutehen’* vote on the verdict. 
The first trial of Browne resulted in 
a disagreement; the second, in which 
the alleged bribery is alleged to have 
figured, in 
a 
verdict of 
not guilty 
Among the witnesses for the state 
were three state representatives who 
confessed on the stand to being paid 
$1,000 each for their votes for lairiiner. 
Im m ediately the case went against 
him, Mr. W aym an began an investiga­ 
tion of numerous rumors concerning 
attempts at tampering 
with 
venire­ 
men. 
A week ago he secured a clew 
which led to McCutehen. 
The latter 
and Stacy, it is said, disgruntled at the 
small sum which they say they re­ 
ceived. resolved to tell their stories 
Stacy, in particular, was angry. He 
had, he said, expected to receive a 
large sum of money for his work, as 
well as a political job. 
According to 
his confession, he sought out State 
Representative 
Erickson 
a n i 
asked 
how 
he 
could 
market 
McCutchen’s 
vote. 
Erickson, 
Stacy said, replied 
that he was not personally interested 
in the case, but would put him in 
touch with some one who was. 


Arranged Signal Code. 


Soon afterward, Stacy said, he was 
introduced 
to M r 
Erbstein. 
Mean­ 
while he had communicated with Me- 
Cutchen. 
The 
jury 
was 
closely 
guarded, but Stacy managed to ar­ 
range a code of signals by which the 
jurors would know whether the finan­ 
cial arrangements with Erbstein had 
been consummated. 
The "high sign” 
was one of these signals and another 
was the word "stick ” 
McCutehen received the signals and, 
according to his own story, became a 
partisan of 
Brow ne’s at 
once. 
He 
voted for acquittal on the first ballot 
and argued with others to bring them 
to his side. 
W hen the time tam e to realize on 
M cCutchen’s alleged i>erfidy the latter 
and Stacy went to Erbstein’s office. 
so they declare. 
They thought there 
would be at least $2,000 in cash and 
easy jobs in it. 
According to Stacy 
they could scarcely believe their eyes 
when the law yer gate them. only $100 
Later, they say, he gave them $150 
more. 
Stacy testified before the grand jury 
that he made nearly n in °ty visits to 
the law yer's office looking for money 
and the 
jobs. 
Sometimes, he said. 
Erbstein was “ out,” sometimes he was 
told that “ things haven’t been fixed 
up,” or some other excuse given 
Once 
he was given $10 to take a trip to 
Springfield to see a certain person 
about a position. 
No success. 
There 
was talk about a place in the county 
building, but this also came to naught. 
Fin a lly Stacy was told that $250 was 
all there was iii it for them. 
Mc­ 
Cutehen demurred to taking the story 
to the state’s attorney, lint Stacy said 
he would go alone. 
McCutehen then 
reluctantly agreed to act with him. 
The indictment was not unexpected 
by Mr. Erbstein. 
He declared that 
W aym an had been trying to “ get him " 
for years.

Mr. Jones, who was sixty-six years 
old, is survived by a widow- and two 
sons.

had devoted himself for many year . 


W hite Earth, Minn.. Nov. 3.— May- 
zhucg-ke-ge-shig. head chief of all the 
Chippewa indians, sold his right to 
allotment No. I at the allotting of the 
pine lands on April 24 and tile mixed 
blood Indian who bought it sold tile 
pine for $22,000. 
The chief was paid 
$100 there and then as be stood in 
line. 
This is related by an Indian in 
the line who slept out all the night 
previous to the allotting to be one of 
the first. 
Tile following is tile story of the 
allotting as told by an influential In ­ 
dian and it is assented to by others 
well able to know; 
When the date of tile allotting was 
given at Washington as April 24 sew 
era! mixed bloods were already in Hie 
pine lands taking notes and locating 
the valuable pine. 
Prior to this a number of influen­ 
tial mixed bloods had been al W ash­ 
ington and had received from some 
source the date of 
the allotting at 
W hite Earth. These men hurried home 
to Hie reservation and. locating tile 
best stands of pine, filed a written re­ 
quest for these lands with the Indian 
agent, Simon Michelet, prior to the 
date of general allotting, but these 
claims for allotments were refused af 
that time by tile agent. 
The Sunday 
before the allotting about thirty In­ 
dians slept all night in or near tile 
W hite Earth agency office, where the 
allotments were to lie made. 
Early 
Monday morning about 
loo Indians 
were present at tile office. 
Before any 
lands were allotted tin* Indians were 
separated into two lines, one of the 
full bloods and of mixed bloods. 
Tiffs 
was by order of Major Michelet. In­ 
dian agent. 
Chief May-zhucg-ke-ge-shig was first 
in line. 
He sold his right to No. I 
Then came a mixed blood and the al­ 
lotting was made in this manner, first 
a full blood, then a mixed blood and 
so on alternately until it was night 
It is true, said 
tiffs Indian, that 
many of the Indians fill'd on lands 
which did not contain tin* pine they 
expelled, but tiffs was because land 
locators had given them wrong de 
geriptions of tile land.
